There are four iignlfic&Rt trends in tKe tffipl ication of grot^p guidance, models* These 



trends are haling aR effect on future directions of xourisel irfg- One is an emphasis on a 
developmental approach to group guidance goals* which assumes that most intrapersonal* 
problems occuc because of /ailure of the individual to sattsfactcrrf.ly complete critical, 
life tasks that present themselves as the person grows ar)d, changes- Developmentdl group 
counseling helps people identify and develop the skills that are rreeded to complete these

Hfe tasks.' Dinkmeyer (ED 018 820} has proposed that developmental group p^3unsel ing ' 
become'^a part -of the educational process for all children. The approach has been suc- 
cessful in improving the classroom behavior of elementary students (ED 143 968, ED 060 487) 
and it >ias ^beeh proposed as a way to improve life in college residence halls (ED 031 725). 
The increased emphasis on' developmental processes from elementary school to colleg^e en- 
courages forniulatlon of programs which are designed 'to -provide group guidance to all 
students, not just those 1n need of remedial help.. ' , ' » 

In conjunction with , the developmental af)proach 1s the trend toward increased number^

of group guidance programs for^lementary school students* Dinkmeyer (£D 018 820) argues 



for this. In his proposal for the implementation'of developmental counseling groups in 
elementary schools!^ In addition to developmental groups, other group approaches have been 
utilized in elejnentary -school counseling (EJ 151 092, EJ 112 244, EJ 097 621 , EJ 105 559, 
EJ 097 581 , EJ 043 743, ED 025 796. ED 010 891, ED 060 487, ED 049 483), Counselors are 
already aware of thoseigroup characteristics most effective with this Age group, ^such as 
high structure, time limitations, small nutnbers of participants, and use of role-playing 
and play materials /{EQ; (ftp 890). ^ ' 

Another majorjtrefid in group guidance is the application of social reinforcement 
techniques to group couiisellngl Social reinforcement In groups has been utiljzed'to help 
nonverbal! zing children (eJ 024 007), to Increase adaptive behavior In Children (EJ 018 "363), 
to decrease ^lisruptive behavior In children (EJ 105 559), and to'help children "set realistic 
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goals" (EJ 036 815). Although several research studies have failed to demonstrate that 
social reinforcement groups are more effective than other procedures for achieyiog certa 
goals (ED l10 857* ED 090 471)> more research shOM^d be undertaken before the full efficacy 
of this apprdach can be 'deterniined. . 

A fourth significant 'trend in group guidance is the use o^ group methods to provide 
consultation services. Jhere is a recognitio^ among some counselors that direct service 
to clients is not always the most efficient or effective way to help clients^ An alternative 
i is ^consultation, that is» helping intermediate 'groups of people' (such as parents or teachers) 



toWlp the clients solve a particular problem/ This provides an aUfirnative model to J^i^^^^ 

direct, remedial counseling,. *The notion of consultation has been accepted for a longtime* 

but the application to group guidance is part of a new trend to make consultation a basic 

role of the counselor. Shaw (ED .012 076) has proposed a comprehensive consultation modfel 

with counselor, involvement in the total learnirtg environment of a school. Basic to this^ 

model are counselor-led groap sesstpns with parents and teachers* a group consultation

approach which has been found to be more effective than direct remedial help 169*305> , ' 
EJ 097 581) ifi changing some students* behavior. For example* group consultation has been 
reported to be effective in helping parents cope with the problems of having a thild with 
learning disorders (ED 019 130). In addition, several group consultation proc^ilyres have 
been proposed to help teachers solve classroom problems (EJ 125 626* ED 114 376)vi.Vja^^horst 
(EJ 108 860) has described how group consultation can be used to help |ecg|^ry ijahflol

There ar^ numerous possibilities for the util izi3it-ion of^group methocTs. Design and 
application depends on the goal of counsel ing, the populaiion to be served, and appropriate 
techniques. Success in group counseling is related ta the counselor's ability to set ^ 
realistfc goals ^'for a.speclfic populatrort^TKf-skiTl th the use of various techniques to 
facititate goal attainment. ^ This requires a variety oi group experiences on the part of

the counselor and a counselor training program that exposes theip'tb the necessary skilTs, 

As the developmental apprbach to ^roup counseling contiJiues to emphasize g^tip guidanc^ 

for aTl students, and the need for grofip coun^ling becomes more apparent at the elementary 

school level, counselors^ ^an^ counselor education willnieed to. adapt to the fiew demands. 

Counselors need to upderstSind principles of human development and related Jife tasks, Tftey. 

need^to learn how to teach life skills to others. This ability wiH be enhanced- by taking 

advantage of group processes to facil4tate intrapersonal and interpersonal development;.. 

Groups will become the most viable approach to developmental counseling if ^counselors 

continue to expand their resp&nsjbilities to fill students. ' W ^ 

In recent years, most counseling-services^n s^^ool systems have been cut back/ But 

the trend toward growp tounselinjg programs for elementary school students shows that, at . ' 

least on one level, the potential of groijp tjjethods is being recognized. ^If thisVtrend
